DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

The Applicant's documents related to the JP61 -124574 document have been 
considered. Since documentation related to the 10/217,652 case was not provided, the 
rejection of claim 19 in that case has not been considered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 and 8-17 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 
includes the limitations that a deposition method comprises CVD deposition of an 
organic film onto substantially all exposed surfaces of a substrate, where a portion of a 
first side of the substrate is covered by a scintillator, and a portion of the first side of the 
substrate is not covered by a scintillator. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
